The squadron was sighted early Sat- 
urday In the region of White Bank and 
was accompanied by two Zeppelins. It 
was on a northwesterly course. This Is 
believed to be the squadron the Brit- 
ish were searching for. 

The admiralty statement follows: 

"Reports from our lookout squad- 
rons ami other units showed that there 
was considerable activity on the part 
of the enemy lu the North sea on Sat- 
urday, the 10th. 

"The German high seas fleet enmo 
out. but learning from, their scouts 
that the British forces were in con- 
siderable strength, the enemy avoid- 
ed an engagement and returned to 
port. 

"In searching for the enemy we lost 
two cruisers by submarine attacks, 
H. M. S. Nottingham, Capt. C. B. Mil- 
ler and H. M. S. Falmouth, Capt. John 
Edwards. 

"All the officers of the former were 
saved, but H8 of the crew were missing. 
All the officers nnd men of the Fal- 
mouth were snved, but one lending 
stoker, Norman Fry, died of Injuries. 

"An enemy submarine was de- 
stroyed, and nnother was rammed and 
possibly sunk. 

"There Is no truth In tho German 
statement that a British destroyer was 
sunk and a British battleship dam- 
aged.'* r 

(The Nottingham wns a vessel of 
C.400 tons and was built In Pembroke 
in 1013. Its complement was 3S0 men. 
The Falmouth was 5,250 tons. It was 
built In 1010 and carried a crew of 370 
officers and men.)

13 DEAD IN TEXAS STORM 



Property Lobs Estimated at $2,000,000 
— Towns Are Strewn With 
i Debris, 

Corpus Chrlstl, Tex., Aug. -22.— Tho 
loss of life from the troplcul storm 
•which struck Corpus Chrlstl and ten 
adjacent south Texns counties on Fri- 
day night, was placed at 13 on Sunday, 
Including nine members of the crew 
of tho smnll freighter Pilot Boy, which 
foundered off the Arunsns pass Jetties. 

Two Mexican men and one Mexican 
■woman were killed at Katherlne. a 
settlement on the King ranch, nenr 
Alice, Tex., and one Mexican was re- 
ported killed at San Diego. Both 
towns are from fifty to sixty miles In- 
land. 

The total damage In this section, of 
•which Corpus Christ! bore the heaviest 
part, was estimated at $2,000,000. This 
includes devastation of a large portion 
of the lower coast's cotton crop, which 
•was ready to be picked.

Uncle Sam Will S eek .Heir s to Many Millions 

T HE United States government Is planning to aid In the task of finding miss- 
■ Ing heirs to the millions of dollars of unclaimed accounts which are lying 
dormant In national banks throughout the country. Consideration Is being 

given to the problem of discovering tho 
rightful owners of unclaimed money 
by the treasury department, It is an- 
nounced, nnd as a result of 'the. work 
hundreds of poor people may bo en- 
riched in u manner which will give 
material to fiction writers. 

The comptroller of the currency's 
offico has estimated that unclaimed 
bank accounts to the extent of millions 
of dollars aro lying In banks merely 
because persons who hnve a rightful 
claim to the funds nro unaware of 
their existence. The plan to restore this money will provide for a system of 
advertising by bunks of lists of accounts which have lain dormant for a period 
of yeurs to be determined upon. Fulling In this manner to find claimants who 
cno prove ownership, the money will escheat to cither tho state or federal nov- 
ernment and probably be used for philanthropic purposes. Officials recoumlro 
the opportunity for fraud In the claiming of accounts, but tho legislation 
planned will throw safeguards around unclaimed funds which will reuulro 
presentation of evidence Indubitably establishing Identity. 

Olllcluls state that these unclaimed accounts arise 'largely throuch tho 
deposit of money by men without their wives' or heirs' .knowledge. Sudden 
death intervenes aad leaves no connecting link of Information, so the account 
goes unclulmed. Some Amerlcansbunks have unclaimed accouuts half a centiirv 
old and more, it Is stated. '

70-MILE ; WIND BLOWING 
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T IS nn easy task, but 
not altogether a- con- 
genial one, to write 
about the hawks of 
America In whose lives 
the evil outweighs the 
good. When one sets 
down black marks 
ngnlnst n bird's char- 
acter he Invites death for the bird, and 
this is not a pleasant thing to do for 
one who believes that the Interest 
which n bird of evil disposition adds 
to the general scheme of life ought to 
be sufficient to save the species from 
extermination, even If it dearly loves 
n chicken for dinner and u song bird 
for breakfast. 

It Is easy to write about the Injuri- 
ous hawks of this country because 
there are so few of them. Most of 
our birds of prey, the hawks and the 
owls, do more good than harm; There 
are only a scant half dozen or so Into 
whom nature has Implanted the desire 
for evil deeds. Nature Is supposed to 
do everything, or at any rate almost 
everything, well and so It may be that 
If we kill the bold buccaneer birds who 
do n bit of thieving now nnd then, we 
may. rue It one day for some reason 
not yet disclosed to the human mind. 
The scientists tqll us that perhaps 
the two most injurious hawks In Amer- 
ica are the sharp-shinned nnd the coop- 
er hawks. These two birds do a large 
part of the thieving which the farm- 
ers of the country lay at the door of 
the soaring hawk, the red-tailed, the 
red-shouldered, and some others. 
The sharp-shinned gentleman, called 
. Acclpiter velox, by the ornitholo- 
gists, Is, as somebody has put It, "a 
brute of a bird." Vernon Bailey of 
the biological survey of the depart- 
ment of agriculture has written thus 
jnbout this bird of more than question- 
able life:

The Cooper hawk, called by the sci- 
entists Acclpiter cooperll, Is fust as 
much of a villain, If you want to look 
at him Unit way, us is his brother Ac- 
clpiter, surnumed velox. Tids bird Is 
Just us during as the sharp-shinned, 
and being somewhat larger Is able to 
attack successfully larger prey. Dr. 
A. K. Fisher, the foremost American 
authority on the birds of prey, has this 
to say about the freebooter under dis- 
cussion : 

. "Cooper's hawk,, which resembles 
.the sharp-shinned hawk closely In 
everything except size, Is less north- 
ern In Its distribution. . . . The 
food of this huwk, like thut of Its 
smaller congener, consists almost en- 
tirely' of wild blrdB'und poultry, though 
from Its superior size and strength It 
Is able to cope successfully with much 
larger birds, nnd hence Is much more 
to, be dreaded. . . . The flight of 
this species Is very rapid, irregular, 
and usually Is cnrrled at no great height 
from the ground, in nil these particu- 
lars closely resembling thut of the 
sharp-shinned hawk." 

One of the most destructive of the 
American birds of prey Is tho gos- 
hawk, otherwise Acclpiter atrlciTpll- 
lus. Tho goshawk Is u big bird, some- 
thing more thun u foot and a half in 
length, nnd seemingly It bus the 
strength of — well we won't say ten, 
but two. Its nesting place Is either In 
the mountains or way up In the north- 
ern regions. It preys on gume birds 
and rubblts In the summer season nnd 
In the winter It comes southward from 
its summer home to take Its pick of 
the fat poultry of the land. The 
goshawk Is u daring and it hardy bird. 
It typifies the wild life of mountain 
and plain, and as such it seemingly 
might bo allowed to keep Its place In 
nature's plun, but sentiment usually Is 
allowed to count for little when the 
loss of h prize roosted or hen Is In the 
other side of tho bulunce. 

Now we get away from the ncclplters 
and get Into the Genus Fulco. The 
duck huwk, Falsco peregtinus nnatuih, 
Is a true falcon. Florence Merrlum 
Bailey, In her "Handbook of Birds of 
the Western United States," says that 
the duck hawk ranks next to the gos- 
hawk as a ilerce bird of prey. Accord- 
ing to my way of looking at it, bad as 
the bird Is, any man who shoots it 
onght to be shot himself. The duck 
hawk 'has Unit high courage which 
ought to appenl to everybody who has 
red blood iu him on his own account. 



SUALL.Y it's the young school 
ma'am who pre-empts the seat 
next the driver of the sight- 
seeing auto, who asks the 
question: "Is polygamy really ex- 
tinct among these Mormons?"

Visitors to Salt Lake City naturally 
seek. first of all the "holy of holies" of 
Mormonlsm, the Temple block. This, 
If nothing else, makes, one admit that 
a people, born of polygamy, who can 
accomplish such wonders as Just this 
structure here, are undoubtedly the 
peers of many monogamous races. Out 
on what was the desert at the time of 
the Mormons' coming, In a desert 
which tires tho traveler even as he 
glides across It now by railway, there 
is a city that Is as beautiful as any In 
the land. And Its most beautiful 
thing Is this Temple block. 

You enter by one of the large' gates 
built of wooden gratings and come 
upon a small brick structure housing 
the bureau of Information nnd head- 
quarters for guides.

tlon. Then comes an array of chairs, 
covered over when not in service. On 
beyond you face the monster arena of 
pews, yellow, long, smooth benches 
these, In four endless series, stretching 
back from the rail; their evenness 
broke only by a curious series of yel- 
low posts, richly veined, that extend 
back In severe rows to support the bal- 
cony. 

Well over that balcony slopes the 
curious arched roof, one of the greatest 
arches of Its sort In existence. Down 
from It depend great chandeliers to 
Illumine the chamber. At the heart of 
the roofing two skylights, square cut 
accentuate to the eye the height of this 
celling, as well as reveal Its thickness.

The organ, 
for example, is run by electricity, and 
a people who will Invest In an orgnn 
of C.GOO pipes, ranging from half nn 
Inch to 35 feet In size, cannot be lack- 
ing In culture. 

Far down at the front of the organ, 
the three seats await the presiding of- 
ficers. Sometimes 22 presiding officers 
are marshaled here. The system main- 
tained In the church government, espe- 
cially considering the numbers gov- 
erned, ' is marvelous. Not even the 
splendidly organized Roman Catholic 
church has ever uttempted to exact a

Of 
course this qualified statement may be 
disputed, but for the most part our 
hawks .are known to be largely bene- 
ficial and concerning those about which 
there Is some doubt the balance of 
good und evil seems to be Just about 
even. The hawks that have been 
named nnd In part described nre, as 
one might say, the worst of the bunch.

BEING WELL IS AN ASSET 

Physical Health Is Beginning to Bo 

Recognized at Its Real Value to 

the Community. 

"Health Insurance legislation will 
be Introduced, hero very shortly if 
America ns a progressive democracy 
Is going to compete successfully In 
the world's mnrkets nnd at the same 
time conserve the stamina of her work- 
ers." 

This opinion was expressed by Felix 
M. Warburg of the banking house ot 
Kuhn, Loeb und compaoy, brother of 
Paul M. Warburg of trie federnl re* 
servo board. He was referring es- 
pecially to the health Insurance bill 
brought out by the American associa- 
tion for lubor legislation this year. Mr. 
Warburg explains his Interest In health 
Insurance by his first-hand acquaint- 
ance with Its working In Germany. 

"I lived In Germany at the time 
the law for /health Insurance wus 
passed und put Into operutlon and the 
effect from what I have been told una 
been excellent," he said. "It Is only 
by means of a system of universal 
health insurance thnt the service of 
advanced medical science can be 
brought to the care of the workers 
"us a whole, while at the same time 
the payment of joint contributions 
brings economic pressure to bear on 
the state,. the employers and the work- 
er himself to prevent disease. In oth- 
er words, under health Insurance all 
parties concerned are made to feel tho 
cash value of good health. 1 ' 



Washington, Aug. 21.— The adminis- 
tration shipping bill, creating a ship- 
ping bourd and' appropriating $50,000,- 
000 for Its use In government pur- 
chaso or operation of ships, was 
passed by the senu'te by a strict party 
vote of 38 to 21. It already had passed 
the house In u slightly different form. 

An effort by Senator Borah to at- 
tach the immigration bill to the meas-, 
uro ns n rider was defeated, 22 to 37. 

The child labor bill was anally 
pnssed without debate or record vote 
In the house.

SAVAGE ATTACKS IN BALKANS 

Bulgarian Official Report Says Charges 

of Allies Were Repulsed — Large 

Forces Employed. 

London, Aug. 11).— Heavy fighting on 
the Balkan front Is reported In an ofll- 
clal Bulgarian statement received here 
from Sofia. The allied forces deliv- 
ered strong Infantry attacks, but, tho 
statement says, were repulsed. The 
lighting occurred In the region of Lake 
Dolran, northwest of Salonlkl, near 
the Greco-Serbian border. ' Several en- 
counters have taken place In this vicin- 
ity of late, but the official Bulgarlun 
statement Indicates that larger forces 
aro being employed against the Bul- 
garians.

With a "sister of the church" as 
guide, you start. Out In the court she 
halts to tell the story of the sen gulls, 
to whoso memory the new statue Is In 
course of erection, then continues on 
to the great granite churchlike build- 
ing that serves ns assembly hall. 
"Within the church body Is divided by 
two long aisles, simple walls of white 
plastering, reaching up to the roof. 
The Interior Is not as large as the Tab- 
ernacle, and so suits certain purposes 
better. 

The Mammoth Organ. 
The assembly hall has a notable new 
mammoth organ, concerts on which 
also draw crowds. Just before It the 
arrangement Is typical of Mormon as- 
sembly houses, nigh above, tho celling 
Is attractive, too, being divided Into 
sections by curving ridges of n heavy 
wood. Throughout the assembly hall 
will bear comparison with church 
structures In any part of tho world. . 

Crossing the court once more, you 
learn moro of tho Mormons. No stated 
time for worship Is set by them. 
Prayer may be held at any time. 

The entrance to this huge Taber- 
nacle Is the more unique because so In- 
significant Just a small rear door, 
reached by a wee stop. Thence on, up 
similar stairs, you pass, to the heart 
of the great Tabernacle. You emerge 
on a platform that allows you to sur- 
vey the vast spaces. Just before you 
Is the area for the choir, behind you 
other series of chairs tier up to the 
big organ. The Instrument Is of henry 
wood ; the great pipes gilded and over 
them all hangs the legend, "Welcome 
to Utah." Before the pulpit, close at 
hand, a large leather bench has posl- 



tlthe In hind from all communicants. 
But the Mormon church receives a 
tenth of nil the annual profits of Its 
membership; It sells the wares, when 
paid In kind; It attends to Its churches 
nnd It sends out missionaries the world, 
over, nnd yet never has one heard a 
breath of scandal over distribution of 
the stupendous funds come to Its trus- 
tees' hands. 

Your guide explains the division of 
the Church of Mormon here, while you 
fir the picture In your memory. You 
note the strange jmottlngs caused by 
age upon tho celling nbove; you note 
the strange chandeliers more closely. 

By nnd by you take the steps to 
the balcony, occupying one of the In- 
numerable seats that range back from 
the rail. You look straight across to 
the organ front, to realize distances 
here, then recall how the gallery Is 
built back some two feet and n half 
from the wall In order to better the 
acoustics. Off In the distance, 200 
feet or more from where you sit,, a 
jnnltor, busy cleaning, drops a pin on 
the rail und you hear It quite distinct- 
ly. * He rubs his hands nnd you catch 
the sound ns though you stood closo 
by. All this, remember, is not result 
of. cliancc, but careful planning by tho 
Mormons; 

In Utah today church and state nre 
distinct nnd separate and nil ofilces of' 
government are open to Mormon nnd 
non-Mormon.

In fact, 
there Is n certain cleanliness, freshness 
and charm to It that delight and. that 
cause the traveler to tarry, again ana 
ngaln In tho "City of the Saints," as it 
Id called.

If nominated ami elected governor, I

To reduce the cost of government, I 
favor legislation for the consolidation of 
overlapping commissions and offices and 
the creation of an effective budget 
system. 

' To bring about complete woman's

If one gets .a good set of grass

Now that flowers can be secured the 
year round, tho problem having been 
solved by tho gardeners, after years 
of probing, some sort of bloom should 
havo daily place In the house. Tho 
Intimate association with such loveli- 
ness gladdens tho heart and quickens 
the senses and Inspires all that is best 
within us.

William J. Robinson was born and 
lived the first six years of his life at 
sea. You- will have realized that he la 
ah American. He lunded In England 
on September 10. 1014. Ho had been 
hero before. Ho wus still a young 
man. 

A year after he landed he found 
himself without a Job. A few days 
later he was a trooper In tho Fifth 
Dragoon Guards. He had done no 
soldiering before. Ho could not ride 
a horse. He spent a few days In a 
riding school ut Aldershot, and by 
way of stopping chaff at his expense 
In barracks went up to a "big chap" 
(who, ho found out afterward, had 
been heavyweight champion of the 
army) and began a light by hitting 
him in the face. That made them 
friends. 

Oh October 8 he landed at Ostend, 
and on tho afternoon of the third day 
came under fire at Roulers. He had 
been In the army just over a month. 
He spent 14 months at the front ns 
niotorcar driver, motorcycle dispatch 
rldor and motor machine gun driver, 
and 1ms written the Btory of his ad- 
ventures and. escapes In a very read- 
able volume. ("My Fourteen Months 
at tho Front," by William J. Robin- 
son.) 

"Hellflre Corner," 
Soon after he reached the front. 
Private Robinson became temporary 
driver to Lieut. Gen. Sir Julian Byng, 
nnd .ho waa in Ypres when the first 
shelling- began. From that ho was 
switched oft to armored cars, and 
then to motor machine guns, with 
which ho fought In ditches at •"Hell- 
tire Corner," on the Menln road. It 
was while he was on this Job that he 
saw a' motorcyclist win the Victoria 
Cross. Ho describes the Incident 
thus: - 

' •• 'Volunteer dlspntch riders for dan- 
ger work' were called for. About 
eighteen of our chaps offered them- 
selves, nnd, of course, all were ac- 
cepted. A dispatch had to be carried 
about two miles along tho road which 
follows the -bank of tho Yser canal. 
Tho road was constantly being swept 
by German mnchtno gun and rifle fire. 
The dispatch was to bo handed to a 
French commander who was waiting 
for It 

"The first man started - and was 
soon out of fight. Thoy waited. In 
vain a certain, length of time for a 
signal that he had arrived and then 
called 'No. 2/ These signals are made 
by heliograph, but while they aro 
good for this kind of work, the Ger- 
mans can see the signal as well as 
we can. *No. 2* started out, but we 
saw hlifi go downbeforb he had gone 
a hundred, yards^ 

"Then *No. 8' started. It was pitiful 
to watch those poor chops. ■When n 
man knew It was his turn next, I 
could see the. poor fellow nervously 
working on his machine. He'd prime 
tho engine, then he'd open and-close 
tho throttle quickly several times— 
anything, in fact, to keep himself 
busy. 
"Six of these fellows went down in 

•No. T was a 



young fellow whose name I don't 
know. I wish I did, for he was cer- 
taluly the nerviest man I ever saw. 
•No; r was hardly out of the officer's 
mouth before he had his dispatch and 
was on his way. About five minutes 
later the slgnnl enmo that the dis- 
patch had been delivered. 

"My officer told me afterward that 
tho French general to whom he hud 
handed the dispatch had 'taken the 
Mcdnllle Milltalre oft his own breast 
and pinned It on that of this young 
dispatch rider. He was also , later 
awarded tho Victoria Cross and given 
a commission. It Is things like this 
thnt make one proud to belong to 
such an. army." 

Sniping a Sniper. . 
After spending Christmas, 1914, in 
the' Ypres trenches, Robinson helped 
a second lieutenant In the Royal Engi- 
neers to snipe a German sniper on the 
Dlckehusch-Hollebeko road. As they 
rode over a wooden bridge a bullet 
whistled. Neither spoke, but on the 
way back, three hours later, the offi- 
cer said: "That blasted sniper has 
potted at me once too often. We'll 
leave tho rond here and sneak down 
opposite the hedge under cover of the 
trees." * 

Tethering their horse's, they crept 
near the bridge, -waited until n wagon 
'passed, and heard the sniper's shot, 
from behind. Thoy crawled a hun- 
dred yards and waited. Soon they 
heard the rifle crock again, not far 
away. Creeping a little further, they 
waited again, watching tho trees. 
They came so close to the sniper, 
without seeing hlra, thnt next time he 
fired they heard the ejector fly back 
and the bplt snap. Then thoy spotted 
hlra. He was well up a tree, with his 
rifle fitted on a tripod, so that when- 
ever he heard anyone on the wooden 
brldga he had only to pull the trig- 
ger. But he had ended his sniping. 
The lieutenant and Private Robinson 
fired together, nnd "Mr. Sniper came 
down like a thousnnd of bricks." 

Tho "British Tommy" of those days, 
according to William J., was a "great 
gambler" as well as n great fighter. 
One of his forms of gambling was a 
kind of tontine, known ns a "trench 
pool." 

"About ten follows got together, 
nnd each put ten frnncs In a pool Just 
before they went Into .action. They 
left this money with someone behind 
tho lines, for thoy would be In action 
anywhere from six days to three 
weeks. The Idea of tho pool was this: 
Those who lived to get bock Mould 
take the money nnd split it evenly 
among themselves. If only one lived 
he would have the whole lot. 
Daredevil Officer. 
The Tommies kept canaries, rats, 
mice, dogs,' cats, goats, and even pigs, 
as pets, nnd would go hungry before 
tho pet hungered. 

The "biggest daredevil" that Robin- 
son heard of wns known ns tho "Mad 
Major"— nn artillery officer who kept 
ids own aeroplane for range finding 
purposes. When ho wanted to cor- 
rect a range he Just flew over and 
dropped smoke bombs on tho particu- 
lar spot he wanted his guns to hit 
Then he went back and set the guns 
to work. One day, being annoyed 
with a German 17-lnch howitzer, ho 
flew over with n 100-pound bomb, nose 
dived to within 400 feet, dropped tho 
bomb and blew the-howltzer to atoms. 
He returned with his planes riddled 
with bullets. 

Mr. Robinson Indicates In a few 
words what happened to two men, a 
woman and two children when a 
Tauhe dropped a bomb In the square 
at Poperlnghe. At Is enough here to 
suy that they were killed, nnd that 
the bicycle one of the, men was rid- 
ing was found twisted nnd bent on 
n lamppost about fifty yards away. 
He also describes briefly the killing 
of two officers In a motorcar by a 
German 15-lnch shell on tho road go- 
ing into Ypres. The driver escaped, 
but was sent nearly mad by the shock. 
His nerve was gone and; he had to be 
discharged. 

This wns during the second battle 
of Ypres, when tho. city was being 
destroyed by shell Ore and tho houses 
were burning. „_^ ..''111 



Roar of Guns Punctuates the Groans 
of Paln-Wracked Soldiers— Mu- 
tilated Men Think Only of 
tho Enemy. 



Berlin. — A Germun correspondent 
with the army of the crown prince 
near Verdun sends u graphic descrip- 
tion to his newspaper of scenes In t 
little French village where the wound- 
ed are brought In nud taken care of. 
"The songs of the German soldiers 
who are on lenve In this village," he 
writes, "become softer as the gray hos- 
pital wagon appears In the dusty street, 
The men are severely wounded and 
are unable to sit up. They are lylnq 
on their narrow stretchers. Some are 
111 and others are only slightly wound, 
ed. Tho wounded now and then look 
sadly at the bindings of their wounds. 
They tell of their sufferings. One of 
them was wounded by shrupnel durlnn. 
an attack by the enemy. He was able 
to crawl to the rear, nnd while hla 
wounds' were being dressed a-shell ex- 
ploded nearby and he was wounded a 
second time. But now we are all mov- 
ing to the' rear— to Germany. 
Wounded Hobble In. 
"It Is getting quite dark. The croak* 
Ing of frogs comes from a pond not far 
away. The roar of guns Is no longer 
deafening. The hospital wagon slowly 
moves up the street and stops before 
the barracks. Those who are able at 
once alight. One, who received a rifle 
ball in his leg, Jumps to the ground 
with his good leg and hobbles oft. An- 
other, takes nn 111 soldier on his back 
and curries him to the barracks. The 
physician meets us, glances at our pa- 
pers and asks us to sit on the nearest, 
bench while tho severely wounded aro 
at once taken care of by other physl 
clans. All around tho room ure beds 
occupied by wounded soldiers who are 
in no condition to bo sent back to Ger- 
many for the present. In one bed lies 
a man whose head Is all tied up; an- 
other bus had his arm amputated, an- 
other his leg. All ure asleep, and somo 
nre smiling, laughing "and tulklng In 
their dreams — whut sweet dreams they 
must be I— golden dreams. The man 
with his head all. bound up Is talking 
softly. The physician says thnt he 
had the worst wounds that he has yet 
seen during the war. It was a quest 
tlon whether he could live, but the 
physicians brought him around all 
right, and today, when the wounded 
man asked for something to eat, they 
were so delighted they treuted every- 
one with cigars. 

"We are waiting for the automobile 
which Is to take us to the nearest field 
hospital. No one says a Word. The 
guns are again roaring. Looking out 
of the window we can see the clear 
starlight bluo sky now nnd then vivid- 
ly illuminated by the fierce glare from 
exploding shells. Here and there Is 
seen the searchlight on the watch for 
hostile avlutors. One of the wounded 
remarks: , 

" 'It would Just be my luck to have 
some aviator drop a bomb on me now 
after all I have gone through.' 
Is 8hort of Time. 
"The door is opened suddenly, and 
n soldier stumbles In. He Is holding 
his head with both hands and the 
blood Is streaming down his face. He 
quietly tells tho physician that he 
would llkejo have his wounds dressed. 
He adds that he was driving an am- 
munition wagon when ho was wound- 
ed. As the attendant examines his 
wounds the soldier remarks that he 
has not much time to spare, as the am- 
munition 'wagon Is awaiting outside 
and It Is his duty to deliver tho am- 
munition promptly. He tells the physi- 
cian simply to wash his wounds nnd 
let him be off. The physician tells him 
quietly nnd firmly thnt that Is Impos- 
sible. He must remain; his wounds 
are more serious than ho Imagines. 

"Everything is quiet again and noth- 
ing Is heard except the deep breathing 
of tho sleeping wounded. Near me 
one man awakens and sits up In his 
bed. He looks at me with two star- 
ing, feverish eyes: 

"♦How Is It with the French?' he 
asks me. I notice that his wounds are 
In tho chest 

"What a question to ask, I said to 
myself. Hero Is a man seriously 
wounded, and from a deep sleep ho 
suddenly awakes and all ho aBks Is 
ubout tho enemy. Not a. word about 
his mother or his home, not a word of 
complaint about his sufferings, 

" 'The French are worse off than we 
are,' I answered him. 

"That seemed to satisfy him, and 
then he asked for a drink of water. 

"Just then the automobile stops In 
front of the door and those of us not 
severely wounded are escorted outsldo 
and placed In the machine. Adieu I And 
tho automobile starts on Its Journey 
to that beloved place where clean beds 
and loving hands await to nurse us. 
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The Two Dimensions. 
The temporary pulpit orator had 
prenched a very long sermon.

American Indians Gathered Plant for 

Their Chests — Called "Indian 

Tobacco." 

American Indians found ono plant 
growing in dump woods, hondsome In 
spikes of pale blue flowers, which they 
used as medicine. 

When the white man came the same 
plant won tho favor both of the apoth- 
ecary and the gardner, but tho gar- 
dener bus paid more nttentlon to Its 
cultivation than hns tho npothecary. 
Hence wo. know it more as a flower 
than as a drug. It Is tho lobelia, 
named for Matthias Lobel, a Flemish 
physician and botanist, says the Phil- 
adelphia North American. 

The medicinal substance In tho plant 
Is called lobelin, nn alkaloid, although 
tho Indians probnbly didn't know It 
Tho common use of the plant among 
the aborigines led the early settlers to 
call It "Indian tobacco." 

When It Is cultivated for commerce 
tho seeds ure scnttcred on the sur- 
face of tho ground late in fall or early 
In spring. They germinate early in 
spring and send down roots. , 

When the flowers oto blooming the. 
plants aro cut and dried In the shade. 
An acre of good soil will yield 1,000 
to 1,200 pounds of herbs.
